"In my opinion the Massey Re- 
port is one of the most significant 
i documents that has appeared in 
Canada or any other country dur- 
ing, the course ot our generation," 
! said Dr. Cyril James during the 
Home and School on the Air pro- 
gramme over CFCF on Saturday, 
Oct. 13 at noon. 

Dr, James was one member of a 
panel which Included A. Davidson 
Taunton, Chairman of the Board of 
jfoovern'ors of the CBC, Dr. Arthur 
yL Liner, noted Canadian artist, 
' Stuart Findlayson, president of the 
Canadian Marconi Co., and Hugh 
Cromble, Chairman of the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers Association. 

Mr. Bill Petty, chairman of tho 
-discussion, asked each of the panel 
I the following question: "What In 
jour opinion is the significance ol 
the Massey Commission Report 
with respect to Education, Radio. 
• Manufacture, and Artistsî" Dr. 



James represented Education dur- 
ing the discussion. 

Dr. James went on to say "It em- 
phasizes the fact that the produc- 
tion of wheat on our Prairies, thr 
production of newsprint from our 
forests, the production of mctalj» 
from our mines, were in effect 
made possible by the work of men 
who have beep trained In our un- 
iversities. Of their place In our 
culture there Is no argument. 

He also pointed out that unless 
the Canadian Universities are sup- 
ported by the Government In their 
present crisis they will be unable 
to carry on the work that they 
have done In the past. 

"It Is cheaper for any boy or 
girl born in any Stale of the Uni- 
ted States to go to college than 
It Is for a youth born In Canada 
... We have fewer scholarships, 
we have higher fees than any 
other universities with which I am

Sheriffs, Constables, Judges, Jury 
All Appointed Queensmen

Another attempt at raiding the 
women's residence would mean a 
tummons to Court — student lead- 
crs recently warned over-spirited 
young men at Queen's. 

And at Queen's University dis- 
ciplinary action could mean just 
that — for "law enforcement" Is a 
student problem on the campus of 
the red blue and gold. 

In practice here's how it works: 

The offender Is apprehended by a 
constable or by the chief of police 
He is summoned by the court at the 
order of the sheriff. The crier de- 
clares court open — the Chief Jus- 
tice is in attendance. If the chargi'i 
is serious there may be trial by 
jury. 

But everyone concerned is a stu- 
dent. 

"Essentially a court of Justice", 
Queen's Alma Mater Society Court 




—by constitution "supreme tribunal 
of the student body"— decides ort 
questions of student discipline in- 
volving "individuals and organiza- 
tions under the jurisdiction of the 
Society". 

Queen's Alma Mater Society cor- 
responds roughly to Students' Soci- 
eties of other Canadian campl. The 
Court-off Iclally responsible for the 
punishment ot all violations of 
"regulations, resolutions, orders and" ' 
governing laws" of the Society, Is 
composed entirely of appointed stu- 
dents. Its decisions cannot be over- 
ruled by the executive of the Soci- 
ety. 

A Chief Justice— appointed by the 
Society at the recommendation of 
the retiring Justice— Is responsible 
"for the proper conduct of the 
court." He Is in his final year and

s the idea of oxclusivo'ness within the rela- 
tively narrow confines of a definite social 
strata. You have to be able to afford it. To 
this it has added other, more obvious, kinds of 
discrimination, such as religious and racial. 

Also growing out of the idea, of cxclusivc- 
ncss is the idea of pre-eminence. It is this 
feeling, carefully nurtured by the fraternity 
system, which inevitably puts the major part 
of a University like Toronto on the defensive. 
After all, some say, they go after the cream 
of the crop, so naturally they get good people. 
Cream can go very sour. 
Beyond this lies the wider, still less obvious 
field of the standardized mind. The frater- 
nity, whether it would admit it or not, seeks 
and often demands a set of ideas and values 
which ordinarily leave small scope for the in- 
dividual. Such an influence is of the creeping, 
crawly kind: people banded together in tight 
little groups such as a fraternity tend to try 
to be one of the boys. 

And what nbout this business of "social 
contacts"? Certainly companionship and 
friendship arc important parts of university; 
life. But those who claim that' fraternity 
friendships, growing as they do out of a nar- 
row and limited group, with roughly the same 
background and snme ideas, arc cither more 
firm or more valuable, arc not telling the 
whole truth. Physically, it is easier to mnko 
friends in n fraternity. But the limitation

stability for the year, the type of chapter that 
will result, the fraternity's prestige among 
f;,- other fraternities. The competition for good 
pjinaterial is cut-throat. 

Those who are considering joining a frater- 
nity might do well to take a little time before 
I they take the plunge to look behind the highly 
artificial picture presented during the rush- 
ing season. For the fraternities, in spite of all 
their high-sounding principles and strong pro- 
testations of being nothing more than n system 
devoted to providing "social contacts for a 
group of congenial students in different fac- 
ulties and different yenr?" (The Students' 
: Handbook) have built up some tradition* 
peculiarly (heir own in these hundred years of 
growth. 

They nrc not tradition? that sit well in a 
mature mind operating in a democratic 
society. 

The fraternity system is built on oné main 
Idea : exclusivcncss. Out of this has grown a 
' •nultitucjc of unhappy consequences. 

High on the list is discrimination. And we 
-âre not concerned here only with racial or re- 
ligious discrimination, which is not universal 
>Jn fraternities although it remains prevalent. 
It is more subtle than that. Primarily ccon> 
omic, the fraternity discrimination perpctu-' 



Against such a background there is another 
consideration that becomes important when 
talking about the University of Toronto. This 
is a provincial institution. It is designed to 
serve its community, ns a community. It has 
gone beyond that, to thu point where Presi- 
dent Sidney Smith has claimed for it the 
status of a "national university." 

Is it proper that such an institution should 
harbour within itself, by, the subtle artifice 
of tUnng its head, the kind of group whose 
whole basis is a motivating force directed not 
at the community but at the small, so-called 
privileged group who "belong"? We do not 
think so. ' 

The high ideals Hint arc written in some 
fraternity charters are not borne out by tho 
fraternity record, nor by their present activi- 
ties. They have no place in a democratic 
university, because they are essentially a 
negation of the very principles of freedom, 
of tolerance, and devotion to service to which 
the university is committed. \ 

Undergraduates who avoid such a system 
as that established by the fraternities may 
have to work harder to make their "social 




contacts." Those who have do 
ways find they like hard work.

I As last year's editor of the Forge, I was de- 
lighted .to.4oc spjnuch attention given. to that 
publication in Thursday's Daily. Both your

While 
virtually 00 per cent of the contributions came 
from students in Arts, comparatively few came 
from students registered in such course" as 
creative writing. Wc' expected that these .u- 
dents would show the most interest. liven 
mote discouraging was the number of contri- 
butions from faculties other than Arts. It 
Would seem that r-ludenU of (hose studies more 
•no'iniized than Arts have forgotten, or have 
hron taught, the value of being able to 
veil; nor do they care to use that most 



pleasant and relaxing faculty, the imagination. 

1 be apathy wns reflected in sales as well. 
Only 630 copies were sold or one to every 
twelve students at McGill. As a result 
Forge's deficit amounted to $250. 

As I look back at my year's work, I almost 
feel that it was wasted. The magazine, as 
Mr. Jones said, wns just above mediocrity 
and it will continue tn be that way unless 
people take nn interest; and they should take 
an interest from the point of view of their 
own personal satisfaction and advnntnge. 
There is a great deal of pleasure in both 
reading and composing good literature, to 
say nothing of their actual value in every- 
day life, and it is the purpose of Forge to 
give students the opportunity of having their 
writines published and rf>nrl. It i« a eood 
onnortimitv end one of which we should all 
take advantage.

One of. the popular folk 'legends 
of the cultural circles of eastern 
Canada has been that Hie west pro- 
duces only wheat, and leaves artis- 
tic expression to the east. A loud 
and vigorous denial is found in the 
exhibition which may be seen until 
October 27th at the Dominion Gal- 
lery, 1438 Sherbrooke W. 

The exhibition la the result of 
a 'Busman's holiday' trip by Dr. 
Mqx Stern who spent two months 
this summer travelling through the 
west seeking local artists. Those 
he considered outstanding were in- 
vited to submit to a current show, 
and he has garnered a collection 
which includes many interesting 
and exciting works. 

Carr and Iluguea 
Perhaps the, best established art 
1st shown is the late Emily Carr. 
She is represented by three paint 
ings done not long before her death 
in 1845. These are forest scenes 
in light tones. The trees swirl and 
dance. The style is boldly abstract, 
the brush-strokes strangely resemb- 
ling finger painting, and the atmos- 
phere glows. I find the work far 
superior to her earlier and better- 
known portrayals of the British 
Columbia Indians.' 

Edwin J. Hughes is a 'discovery' 
of Dr. Stern's on this trip. This 
Vancouver Island artist has a very 
personal style.

The frequent showings at the 
Montreal Museum of Fine Arts of 
the works of Montreal artists have 
usually been well planned, imagin- 
ative and exciting. That currently 
on view Is no exception, although, 
for a change, the gallery did not 
make the seleectlon. These paint- 
ings were Montreal's contribution 
to the art section of the Canadian 
National Exhibition this year. 

The conservative light - grey- 
toned paintings by Robert Pilot 
seem very out of place among the 
younger moderns. Bobert Aller 
#hows "Prisoner of War," five 
views in one composition of a very 
arresting head. In this, as in the 
purely abstract "Eglise Notre- 
Dame," he builds up structures of 
very fine and close-together, paral- 
lel Unes. 

John Little's "Greenwich Village ' 
is a bright rendition ol an outdoor 
art show. "Flower Makers" by Moo 
Belnblalt makes interesting use ot 
the flat-paper cut-outs which will 
be the leaves and petals of the 
flowers assembled by the almost 
faceless workers. 

Fritz Bratner, Marian Scott, 
Agnes Lefort, Arthur Llsmer, 
Ghltta Calsermna, and Albert Pin- 
sky are represented by works of 
generally high merit, and there are 
many more pedestrian samples on 
view.

Offenders are summoned before 
the court and a jury of eight to 
twelve students may be called to 
try a major issue.

If no major issue is involved a 
ruling of the Judges Is final. Other 
wise it becomes a matter for the 
Jury.

Craln pitched to Mltchner who 
had hugged the sidelines in a 
play that carried from the Mc- 
Gill 35 to the Queen's 34. A hold- 
ing penalty set' the Redmen back 
and Craln booted from the 40 to 
MeKelvey in the end sone who 
conceded the point. 
After the Redmen had staved' off 
Gael thrusts on the one yard line 
and had taken over recovering 
Mellor's fumble, Grain kicked to 
the 31 to Mellor who was hit in his 
tracks. Gatflcld snd Atwood moved 
the ball to the 28 and Ball booted 
to Findlay in thé end zone where 
Céc was rouged practically on the 
goal-line on a Sensational diving 
tackle by Lampman. At the end 
of the first quarter the score stood 
1-1. • 

. In the second quarter the McGill 
linemen took .matters Into their 
own hands and. the tie was broken. 
Norm Dyson, quarterbacklng for 
Queen's, faded to throw with the 
ball on the,' McGill 41. The^ Red 
line literally poured through to 
swamp Dyson In the backfield and 
he was hit hard and fumbled the 
ball. Miller raced In, scooped it up 
and sprinted 58 yards for a touch- 
down. Findlay's convert attempt 
was missed. McGill led 6-1. 

Late In the quarter Ball booted 
out bounds on the Queen's 35. 
Craln missed on a Single Wing 
pass to Roblllard, leading, him too 
much on the throw. Then Robll- 
lard hit Sliwkt on the 22. Craln 
faded and heaved to Klein who 
had gone far to the right and 
George took it over his ahonlder 
without breaking stride on the 
5 and went over for the score. 
This time Findlay made the eon- 
vert good. It was 12-1 at half, 
time and fans wondered' If the 
Redmen,vVere going* to blow their 
lead as they had the previous 
week. 

Early In the third quarter Craln 
sent a poor kick to mldfleld. At this 
point Jack Roberts burst through 
the line on a qiilck-openlng play 
and raced 55 yards before being 
knocked out bounds on the 2 by 
Klein who gave him' a merry chase! 
to avert a touchdown. Mcllveen! 
was stopped on th- onei but Mc- 
Kelvey pulled off-t«ckle for the 
major on the next- play. Lamp- 
man's convert attempt was unsuc- 
cessful and the count was 12-6. 

Late In the third period Craln 
booted from the Queen's 33 to Mi'- , 
Kelvey In the end zone wheie 
Ross was rouged by Caldwell and I 
Pullar. It was now. 13-6 going into, 
the fourth and final frame. 

On the first play of the final' 
stanza Ball kicked -40 • yards to 
Craln who was rouged by Dennis 
Fleming. The score was 13-7 and a 1 
converted touchdown was' all !

Mellor threw a 45 yard pass to | 
Lampman who went to the Mc-

passed to Ball In the end zone, 
but It was knocked down by a 
host of Red defenders and the 
McGllllans took over.

John McGill gave 
McGill an Insurance point by 
blocking Ball's kick from his own 
five with time running out on trie 
Gaels. The ball rolled Into the end 
zone after touching a Queen's 
player and then went out of 
bounds. The Redmen were given 
a single point and it was 14-7. 

Dyson threw twice to wlngba.-k 
Jack Cook to bring the ball from 
Ihe Queen's 33 to the McGill 38. 
Mcllveen was stopped and then 
Jimmy Miller threw McKelvey for 
a 10 yard loss to halt the threat. 

From here on in the Redmen 
were home free with their fint 
victory In 1951. Next week' they go 
to London to (angle with the West- 
cm Mustangs. McGill hasn't won 
in London for quite a spell .
